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Excis ion/A Iteration: 


Excisions Recommended But Not Made. 


Reason(s) for Excisions: 

Three excisions are required to the DVD. The first excision is required to remove part 
of a scene in which an introductory sequence depicts a young woman whose attire and 
behaviour suggest she is a pre-pubescent girl. This sequence precedes the woman’s 
participation in explicitly depicted sexual activity and in combination the two parts of 
the scene tend to promote and support the exploitation of children and young persons 
for sexual purposes. The removal of the introductory sequence would limit the degree 
and extent to which the scene itself and, therefore, the publication as a whole display 
this tendency. Two excisions are also required to remove a phone sex advertisement 
which presents a young woman masturbating. Despite her claim that she has just 
turned 18, there is a deliberate attempt to portray the young woman as a school aged 
teenager. The woman genuinely presents as a young person. This advertisement 
plays once during the feature and also as part of a separate phone sex component 
entered through the menu screen. Both are required to be excised. 


Classification Decision: 

The part or parts of the film for excision have not been excised from the publication. 
Therefore, the film is classified as Objectionable. 

If the part or parts of the film specified are excised from the film the publication is 
classified as Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted 
to persons who have attained the age of 18 years.

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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The DVD entitled Barely Legal Latinas is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is due to the manner in which the publication deals with matters of 
sex, specifically that it tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons 
for sexual purposes. The DVD contains a compilation of explicit sex scenes from 
various features connected only by the Latino appearance of some of the female 
participants. The publication also claims that these women are “barely legal”, thus 
emphasising their youthful ness. There is one scene in which there is a deliberate set¬ 
up involving two male authority figures ‘taking advantage’ of a woman who is 
presented as a pre-pubescent schoolgirl. One phone sex advertisement, which plays 
twice on the DVD, also depicts a young woman masturbating who genuinely presents 
as a teenager of 14-16 years of age. The publication therefore tends to promote and 
support the exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes by 
encouraging the viewer to be sexually aroused by young persons and to view them as 
readily available and legitimate sexual partners. 

Due to the presence of these scenes on the DVD the publication as a whole meets the 
criteria of s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, and is 
therefore deemed objectionable. A classification of “Objectionable” places a limit on 
the freedom of expression as set out in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
However, in relation to this publication, the classification is considered to be a 
reasonable limit prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and 
democratic society. Excisions were recommended to the owner of the DVD that would 
have enabled it to be made available to an adult audience but no response was 
received within a specified time-frame. 
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
